confirmation vesiing the land n tbe 
Government. A copy of this orders 
will be forwarded to each registrar 
who will note on the title of the pro- 
perty that it was forfeited for taxes. 
The Government wiil then pay to tbe 
locat improvement and to the 
. . egbool @istricts any arrears of *axee 
which they may hve against tine 
lands. The lands wl be retained «s 
a part of the public domain.
